Two hundred years ago he lived, 
did M althus, and was troubled half 
his life about US. 
He couldn’t get 
his mind away from us and our dif­ 
ficulties. 
He was afraid we’d be 
starving, afraid the whole world 
would be starving by this time in 
history. 
He wrote a book about it 
and developed the M althusian th e ­ 
ory. 
A very nice theory, a very 
plausible theory for the year 1798, 
but it didn’t work out! 
M althus was happy at first. 
He 
was a gentleman. 
His father was a 
gentleman. 
They had money and 
M althus had a good education and 
a good job. He was described in his 
day as “amiable, candid and cul­ 
tured,” and distinguished for sweet­ 
ness and beauty of character. H ap­ 
pily married, too. 
But he fell to 
thinking about the hum an race and 
got it into his serious head that 
“Too 
M any 
Babies 
Were 
Being 
Born.” 
Babies were all right in 
their 
way. but life wouldn’t bo all right 
if the supply of food didn’t keep 
up with the supply of babies. 
Mal­ 
thus figured it ali out and decided 
th at “population increases in a geo­ 
metrical ratio, food in an a rith ­ 
metical 
ratio”—so if babies con­ 
tinued to be born the world would 
inevitably starve to death. 
Malthus worried about starvation, 
disease and tough luck. He couldn't 
imagine gasoline engines, tractors, 
harvesters, canned food and cold 
storage plants. 
So he worried, did 
that gentle, generous man, until he 
died. . . . He didn’t know th a t no­ 
body would starve in 1935 because 
there wasn’t enough food in the 
world. If they starved it would only 
be because of a tem pararv break­ 
down in its distribution. 
M althus ought to be the patron ; 
saint of worriers. . . . They should 
remember him whenever they are ’ 
tem pted to fuss about something 
th a t can’t be helped and isn’t going 
to happen.

HARRISBURG. Julv 15 —C igaret 
smokers today began helping to pay 
the costs of unem ploym ent relief as 
[he ‘‘nuisance ' tax of one cen: on 
each 10 "smokes” became effective. 
During the biennium which ends 
May 31. 1937, cigaret smokers are 
expected to send $10,000.000 in pen­ 
nies flowing into the state treasury. 
The tax is two cents on the ordinary 
pack of cigarets. 
Proceeds from the tax during the 
current fiscal year will be used for 
aid to the jobless. In the 
1936-37 
fiscal year, the income will go into 
the general fund to m eet ordinary 
state expenses. 
Retail establishm ents must have 
a perm it issued by the revenue de­ 
partm ent for $1 a year. Dealers will 
pay the tax directly to the d ep art­ 
m ent through

stam ps which m ust be

There appears to be no relief in 
sight either in the way of wholesale 
stam ping . Mast of the cigarettes 
are made in North Carolina and Vir­ 
ginia and the federal revenue stam p 
is affixed.
